on Trial. 


THE HOTHER TO THE BKSCUE 


She Sweara Her Daughter Was u 


the Age of Cou- 


The case of Walter James, the half 


breed tamale vender ol Yisalia who com 
milted a criminal assault upon a 12-year 
old girl near that town recently, is of in 
terest to the people heio from the fact 
that James was brought to the jail in 
thia city because thoViaaliu people were 
so enraged that an attempt to lynch him 
was feared. The Visalia Delta'of yester- 
day gives the following account of tbe 
trial: 


"Walter James, the negro-Mexican 


tamalo vendor, wag arraigned In Judge 
Gray's department of the superior court 
Monday for trial, for criminally assault- 
ing Clara Harrigan, a little girl. Yes- 
terday afternoon tbe girl's parents testi- 
fied that their daughter is 14 years of a 
and therefore of the age of consent. W 
Harrigan testified before the grand jury 
that her child was only 12 years ol age. 
By this latter testimony the woman 
saved an abandoned brute from the 
punishment outraged justice would surely 
have meted out to him. * 


'About Febrnary 1 last James took the 


little girl from her home with him in his 
backboard to a lonely spot on the St. 
John river and crimina ly assaulted her. 
Witness testified that she rode along the 
road with the brute's arms around her 
and ber eyes filled with tears. .By 
promise of a new hat the negro suc- 
ceeded in overcoming the child's un- 
willingness. Witnesses to the terrible 
crime came to town and reported the 
matter to the district attorney, who in 
turn informed tbe grand jury then in 
session. The child and mother were 
brought before the grand jury and their 
testimony taken. 
The mother po * 


lively testified that her daughter waa __ 
rears of age, and waa anxious that the 
rile outiager of the child should be 
wrought to justice. Tlie persona who 
BUW the negro and the little girl testified 
as to what they taw. Tbe g»and jury 
jrought in an indictment against James 
ind he was promptly arrested and placed

"The news of the horrible crime spread 


with great rapidity, and on Tuesday 
evening, February 2, there were threats 
of lynching tho prisoner and ho was 
aken to Fresno on tho midnight train 
ind incarcerated in the county jail.

ew days afterward James was brought 
back to Yiealia. 


'On Blond ay morning last the defend- 


ant waa arraigned in department No. 2 
or trial. All day was consumed in ob- 
^alning a jury, and only eight were se- 
cured. A venire for fifteen additional 
urors were issued, and four more quali- 
ied yesterday morning. 


"A fow minutes before 1.30 yesterday 


afternoon Mrs. Harrigan entered District 
Attorney Powers' office and said that she 
i ad .not told tbo truth before the grand 
ury us to her daughter's age; that she 
FttB confused at tho time. She said ber 
laughter wan 14 yoara of aje, and that 
he was mistaken when she testified to 
he «rand jury that she was 12. 


"Upon tbo resumption of the case Mrs. 
larrigan testified substantially as nar- 
atod abovo, saying .that her daughter 
/as born September 17,1877. Iler hus- 
tand corroborated bis wife's testimony.
